Give Kemal 48 Hours 
to Retreat.

LONDON, Sept. 27-—(By the

Precautions to prevent disorders in 
the capital have also been redoubled, 
but some relief is felt over the ar- 
rival at Chanak of British reinforce- 
ments and the announcement that 
additional naval units were on the 
way to Constantinople from Malta.

We want to open the 
straits and to see to it that they are 
kept safe. Therefore, it would not 
occur to us to erect fortifications at 
the straits. Consequently we are 
ready to do away with the existing 
fortifications, but our capital is on 
the Bosporus, and its safety must be 
secured. It is for its safety that the 
Sea of Marmora is necessary. 

„We have only to insist on two prin- 

ciples. One, freedom of the straits. 

Two, the safety of our capital. 
Exposes England’s Hand. 

“On this basis we are ready to ac- 
cept any solution fulfilling these de- 
mands which might be proposed by all 
the interested powers of the world. 
This is a matter of principle and not 
laid down today. The foundations for 
the grand national assembly were laid 
on this and similar fundamentals. 
Therefore we expect the whole world to 
believe in our sincerity on this and 
other points. A state of freedom for 
the straits is in accord with the real 
interests of the Turkish government 
and the national assembly. 

„ would call to mind that in former 
days it was not the Turkish govern- 
ment which closed the straits, but 
England, which was interested in doing 
so against Russia. The freedom of the 
straits is our desire. We believe that 
it is in conformity with the wishes of 
the whole world except one power— 
England—which is interested in closing 
them, if they are to be closed.

MUDDIED WATERS. 


Close upon the return of 214 {indictments by the 
special grand jury which has been investigating 


the murder of more than a score of men in William- 
son county last June, A. W. Kerr, chief of counsel 
for the defendants, attempts to cloud the issue by 
branding the prosecution as persecution by a 
political boss and labor hating organization.” 
That is getting to be a qgmmon practice in the 
defense of a certain class of criminals. In this 
case the defense, financed by the miners’ union, 
tries to muddy the waters by giving the original 
crime, and therefore the prosecution, the character 
of a battle between capital and labor. 

It cannot be done successfully. Straight think- 
ing people can and will too easily follow the facts 
which led up to these indittments. There was a 
strike throughout the unionized coal fields of the 
United States, promoted because the public de- 
manded cheaper coal. The operators pretended to 
act upon that demand and in order to give cheaper 
coal demanded a reduction in thé pay of the min- 
ers. Both the miners and the operators were 
strongly organized, and the result was a. strike. 
The outcome of that strike is now well known. 
After five months of idleness, during which re- 
serves were consumed at high prices and a strong 
demand was created, the operators ptt the miners 
back to work at the old scale and themselves 
added one or more dollars to the price of coal at 
the mines “to pay their strike losses.” , 

The outcome indicates that the strike was more 
a pretense than a struggle. And in the course of 
the trouble a small independent operator thought 
he saw ia chance to make big money by mining; 
coal from a small strip mine in Williamson county. 
He started to do so, ‘using nonunion men in the 
midst of a great union field. It was clearly no 
effort to break the strike. It was more like com- 
petition with the other operators whose mines were 


closed. 

And in that situation a group of men comprising 
the local union of the district in which this small 
strip mine was located went to neighborhood shops, 

‘ok guns and ammunition with assurance that 
they would be paid for by the union, and prepared 
to @rive out the, nonunion miners. They even 
asked’ Frank Farrington, the head of their state 
organization, what they should do and were told 
that the workers were unauthorized by the union 
and should be treated as scabs, Local authorities, 
knowing the facts and realizing the growing indig- 
nation of the union men, did nothing. 

The assailants attacked the strip miners. Two 
or three of them were killed. They continued the 
attack until the nonunion men hoisted a white flag 
and offered to surrender and leave, an arrange- 
ment promoted by a state official. And having 
surrendered, these, nonunion men were marched 
down the road and massacred according to a d®lib- 
erate plan, some; being shot and mutilated while 
tied together, and others being shot in the back as 

they fied and attempted to make their way through 

barbed wire tende. The mutilated bodies of a 
s¢ore of victims Attest the viciousness of the mur- 


ders. Such facts are clear. + |

Principal Armstrong called together 
the parents of the pupils of this grade 
and, with their help, worked out the fol- 
lowing twenty-four hour schedule:

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EXPLAINING TROUBLE ON THE 
FARM. 

Chicago, Sept. 23.—Regarding some of 
the corn belt. farmers and their troubles, 
here is some history. 

Dusing the boom incident to the war 
many corn belt farmers mortgaged clear 
farms to buy other farms on speculation 
at from $250 to $800 an acre. 
places $500 to $600 an acre was common 
in Iowa. These farmers also bought 
heavily of fake oil-and industrial stocks. 
High priced corn was fed to higher priced 
cattle, and renters signed leases for 
farms at $25 an acre cash rent. Some 
of the country bankers tried to stop it, 
while others had a finger in the business. 
After the shrink in prices of farm prod- 
uce and live stock—a natural incident to 
the conditions then prevailing here and 
abroad—many of these renters and a 
number of farmers who had mortgaged 
their lands so heavily .found themselves 
in a bad corner. 
About this time, to cap the climax, the 
federal reserve barks, after boosting in- 
terest to 7 per. cent, called.in an enor- 
mous amount of paper, thus compelling 
the country banks to squeeze the farm- 
ers. They sold stuff for almost nothing. 
Last spring | was calling en Iowa bank- 
ers. Here are the statements of two I 
recall in this connection. One country 
banker said: “It was speculation in 
wildéat stocks and ail units and boosting 
land. values which hurt us much more 
than the shrihk of farm produce prices.“ 
Fifty miles distant another banker said: 
This is a German settlement. We had 
no speculation here and no sale of lands 
at fancy prices. Our farmers are pros- 
perous. My bank has plenty of money. 
I have had to loan $100,000 outside.” 
During the last year I have examined 
a number of farms offered for trade. In 
only a few cases have I found any equity 
above the mortgagés. In one group of 
seventeen only three had any aquity 
above the mortgages. One was plastered 
for $350 an acre. Now, it Is impossible 
for a man to work out of any such debt 
with ordinary farm produce and live 
stock. ot — 
I have been speaking of a class. Many 
Iowa and Illinois farms are clear of debt. 
To these farmers such prices as we have 
now are fairly good. Today hogs are 
worth $10 a hundred. That means a dol- 
lar for corn fed to them if handled right.

Not a brace of stars, but a couple of

Any one who can figure what Casey 
Stengel will or will not do can have 
the gold mounted hypodermic syringe. | 
He is the most uncertain performer in | 
the ranks of baseball, and about the | 
only thing certain is that whatever 
you dope him to do he'll do the Oppo- | 
site. 

Whether he will be the star of the 
series or the dub, it is certain that he 
will be in the center of the limelight. 


Plays Aggressive Game. 

It is utterly impossible for any one 
who has followed Stengel’s career to 
give him full credit for the remarkable 
attacking average he has accumulated 
this season. Yet this is not stating 
that he is an accident. He has worked, 
hustled, fought, and played the game 
on his toes all season. 

Perhaps getting in with a real club 
has had the effect of spurring him to 
his present gait, but, whatever the rea- 
son, this fellow, who was not consid- 
ered good enough for tail end teams, 
has played the game, kept on his toes, 
fought it all the way, and to the 
amazement even of his friends has 
been one of the top hitters all year. 

It is a queer thing that we find 
Stengel, who saved the Giants after 
all their early spring hopes of filling 
the gap in the outfield flivvered, should 
be studied in comparison with little 
Whitey Witt, who recently was almost 
canonized because some kid beaned 
him with a pop bottle in St. Louis. 


Witt Valuable Player. 

This much for Witt—he is a logical 
successor to the famous little outfield- 
ers of bygone days: Slagle, Hartsel, 
Roy Thomas, Hughie Duffy, and that 
clan, which did so much to disprove 
the managerial theory that size is nec- 
essary for success in outflelding. Witt 
is one of these hustling, nervy, aggres- 
sive fellows, who never quit and keep ) 
fighting to the last ditch. Undoubtedly 
the acquisition of Witt was one of the 
biggest strokes the Yankees made dur- 
ing the season. 

While his batting average in the reg- 
ular season is not as great as Stengel's 
he really is more valuable for a team. 
His pinch hitting alone, his nerve in at- 
tack, his ability to wait out pitching,

RECORDS SHOW WHERE HEN 
STANDS AS MONEYMAKER. 


IGURES on cost of production 

Were gathered for a year on 

thirty-nine farms in 

which show where the old hen 
stands as a money maker on the farm. 
Records were carefully kept by all 
these farmers, and the work was super- 
vised by the farm management section 
of the experiment station. The average 
return from these flocks was $200.28 
above feed and other direct costs, ac- 
cording to a recent report of the rec- 
ords after they were compiled. The 
flocks averaged 118 hens each, and the 
figures will apply to the average farm 
flock. 

While some of the hens returned less 
than $1.50 each, others ran ag high as 
$2.26 each, averaging 31.70. 

In commenting on the records, M. M.

section says: “ One of the striking facts 
of poultry management brought out by 
the study of these flocks was the effect 
of protein feeds upon both egg produc- 
tion and net return per hen.“ 

Hens that were fed either tankage or 
skim milk on eleven of the farms 
produced an average of 96.8 eggs dur- 
ing the year. But on twenty-five of 
the farms, where the hens were not 
fed either tankage or skim milk, the 
average went down to 54.8. The hens 
that produced 96.8 eggs in a year gave 
a net return of $2.59 and the low rec 
ord hens returned only $1.28 each.
